Xtiis not safe to sake assessments of people and groups frot\ the noise they make, 
the attention they attract or what they say of them elves. Thus I see no possibility of 
any value from your giving Il.smonde the netrwoDk coverage you report* ^e never has done 
any original work and his bo h is no mors than a rehash of what others said* often tin-guisecU 

As a matter of fact, it is the content of what they said and the amount of attention 
they got that made in impossible for the people to know that there are still a few 
people continuing to do new work and there is new information that could be made available 
if publishing interests were not unwilling to publish* 

The crazy things some say and do destroy al^ crocibility* Their sincerity does not 
change the fact that what they do and believe is irrational ana false* Or unproven. 

X appreciate that you have a strong desire to be helpful to the establishing of 
truth. You always have* But it is not possible through the people you mention* 

In my own work I have long passed the point where the kinds of nonsense these people 
believe and tha kind of materials you have, wlilch do have value, can be helpful in it* 
However* X can t take tine to explain the kind of work * hsve been doing of what it 
has produced* 

Ther*:* is but one value I can see for the materials you have collected, after so much 
work, so far an I am conccrnca* I T ii tell you abou^ it* 

As of now, ana I have net been soliciting , a mn^cr state historical society and a 
college both want my files when I have finished my work for permanent archives, to be 
available to vXl in the future, so that coning students can study the assassinations from 
other than the official files ana publications. 

The work I have done, which has been without subsidy, has been f initially ruinous* 

So, the fii^s I have are jay on a real asset. I want then to be a permanent archive, bat 
while I am alive X must also undertake to try to use them as a means of m aki ng it pos- 
sible for me to continue the work I do. This means 1 will make no such arrangement without 
it resulting in funding. I have no idea what can be done along this lino ano. I can! i do 
it for the institutions* But I have no doubt that in the end my files will find such a 
final repositoiy* 

If you would like those materials you have collected, of which the tapes would seecs 
to no to hav) most potential value to students in the future, to b& part of this archives, 

I would welcome it. Per their historical value I think they can bs worthwhile. 

However, I do nos see any urgent current use for them, not at loast in the kain thrust 
of my work* If I had need for the exact words anyone at any tins in the past used, I know 
you would be happy to provide it* That I have not aakeu it indicates to you that X have 
320 1 had the need* The repetition of what has been so often said, and so often irrespon- 
sibly, does not now help us, so thorn is little present need for repetition* What is needed 
la a continuation of investigation, and few indeed have done or are capable of anything 
that can bo called investigation.
